The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: Re-submission of the Replacement drawings adding 
additional reference characters in Figure 1 . In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes.

In claim 1, line 18: Insert "—tapering—" between "a" and "transverse cross 

section."

In claim 1 1 , line 13: Delete "each device being" and insert "—in said inner hollow 
cell, said water-permeable body — " between "body" and "having." 
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In claim 21, lines 14 to 15: Insert " — tapering — " between "a" and "transverse 
dimension." 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art alone or in obvious combination, discloses Applicant's invention of a single 
wythe wall with a drainage device between a bottom course of masonry blocks and a 
foundation and an upwardly extending water-permeable body in a hollow inner cell of 
the masonry block, the water permeable body having an upwardly tapering cross 
section and a lower end substantially filling the inner cell of the masonry block.
